The rep ort, submitted by a 
p arty committee to House Re­ 
p ublicans y esterday , demanded 
discontinuance of the domestic 
silver p urchase 
p rog ram and 
the p resident’s authority to de­ 
value the dollar further. It ask­ 
ed g reater restrictions on the 
treasury ’s 
$2,000,000,000 stabil­ 
ization fund. 
The monetary bill would con­

Le Havre, France, Ap ril 19 (JP) 
— The liner Paris, once the flag ­ 
ship of the French merchant 
fleet, sank in 36 feet of water 
today , burned throug h by fire 
which officials susp ected was set 
by foreig n saboteurs. 
Two p ersons were killed and 
two others seriously injured in 
the nig ht-long fig ht ag ainst the 
flames which firemen said sp read 
from two widely sep arated p arts 
of the ship . One p oint of or­ 
ig in was behind locked doors. 
Investig ators said p reliminary ' 
investig ations streng thened the 
belief that the 34,000-ton liner 
was deliberately set afire. 
An Italian dockworker was 
held for questioning by Le Havre 
p olice. 
A ship ment of 10 warp lanes 
made in the United States for 
the French army was taken off 
the vessel only an hour before it 
listed and sank in the center of 
the p ort. The p lanes had not 
been unloaded from the Paris, 
which arrived from ifrew York 
Saturday , beforfe the fires start­ 
ed. 
Stevedores also were able to 
save $500,000 worth of French 
art objects which had just been 
loaded for ship ment to the New 
York world’s fair. The art treas­ 
ures were untouched by fire in 
a forward hold. 
Mayor Leon Meyer of Le Havre 
told the Associated Press that in 
his op inion “incendiarists” were 
resp onsible. 
Fire fig hters sai<jl the main 
blaze orig inated in the ship 's 
bakery . The heavy door of the 
bakery was locked and firemen 
had to hack it op en. Meanwhile 
the fire g ained uncontrollable 
headway . 
The other blaze started in the 
barber shop , two decks above the 
bakery . 
Two day s ag o Le Surete Na­ 
tional, the secret service, warned 
both the French line, owners of 
the Paris, and the ministry of 
merchant marine that an effort 
at sabotag e would be made at 
Le Havre. 
The Paris was destroy ed de­ 
sp ite p recautions taken in re­ 
sp onse to that warning . 
With her sup erstructure eaten 
away by the fires that started at 
10 o’clock last nig ht, the Paris 
beg an to list heavily at dawn 
and a little later'w as straining 
at her rop es at a 30-deg ree ang le. 
Sdddenly , with a g reat g roan, 
the liner wrenched loose from 
her mooring s, turned on her side 
and sank slowly in the center of 
the p ort. 
The starboard side 
bellied out of the water, with 
smoke still p ouring from the 
hulk.

French Line exp erts indicated 
the liner had not touched bot­ 
tom but was settling rap idly . 
They exp ressed fear the hulk 
would have to be broken up to 
clear the p ort and p ermit the 
liner Normandie, French Line 
flag ship , to be taken from dry - 
dock where she was underg oing 
a p rop eller chang e.

The Nation al Labor Relation s Board will be 
in v estig ated by Con g ress with a ferocity which is 
u n common to Con g ress when labor is con cern ed. 
Bu t Con g ress believ es th at the Board is g rossly 
u n fair both to employ ers an d to th at part of the 
workin g forces of the cou n try represen ted by the 
American Federation of Labor. The special fav ors 
ex ten ded by the Board to the CIO hav e been 
ran k. 
The W ag n er Act itself will be amen ded to per­ 
m it employ ers to appeal to the Board on equ al 
footin g with the employ es, a rig ht n ow den ied 
u n der the terms of the statu te, an d also to per­ 
m it the employ ers to presen t their side of the 
case to employ es in qu estion abou t collectiv e or­ 
g an ization s.

“When Frank lin went to the

“One place they ’ll hav e to u se 
color soon is on hock ey stick s,” 
he say s. “When a play er is ov er­ 
tak en, he then cou ld tell who 
was who behind him by the color 
of the stick s. Identification is 
one of the most important rea­ 
sons for color.” 
Mr. Rahr has a color scheme 
for football u niforms. He wou ld 
pu t bright colors on the back s 
of his team’s u niforms, du ll col­ 
ors in front.

“The back s of the football 
pants wou ld 
be red - orange. 
Back s of stock ings and shoes 
wou ld be red. 
“The fronts of the u niforms, 
on the other hand, wou ld be of 
grass- or earth-green and brown. 
The fronts of jersey s wou ld be 
brok en u p with bars, to redu ce 
v isibility and help hide the foot­ 
ball. Fu rthermore, these are su b­ 
du ing colors. The opposing team 
wou ld see these colors, and its 
ex citement wou ld be k ept as low 
as possible.” 
Mr. Rahr didn’t say if he 
thou ght there wou ld be a flock 
of forfeited games cau sed by 
teams being lu lled into the spirit 
of Ferdinand the Bu ll u pon see­ 
ing the enemy in Rahr u niforms. 
Ev ery one is color consciou s, 
and responds to v ariou s colors, 
he say s.
